The economleal 
handling of raw material has made many a 
company, and the contrary the means of 
others going to the wall.

Manufacturing companies in most any line 
of product are required to use various oils 
and greases as a lubricant, and either cotton 
or woolen waste, or rags, to handle the oil, 
and are compelled by law te dispose of this 
saturated mopping material at stated inte 
vals. Some save a little of the oil by “press 
ing.” ” 

Mr. T. S. Patterson, 170 Broadway, New 
York, has produced a machine that not alon 
saves practically the entire consumption of 
waste, but the oil as well, and offers an easy 
means of reclaiming oil and greases from 
¢loth or shavings. 

The machine illustrated above is known as 
the Patterson Centrifugal Separator, and 
shows the machine with the outer jacket re- 
moved. The machine has a turbine and is 
steam driven. The basket is 36 inches in 
diameter, with perforated walls 14 inches 
high, and is-mounted on a steel shaft on ball- 
bearing steps. With the basket charged wit! 
oily waste and the steam turned on, it rr 
volves at about 900 revolutions per minut 
velosity of 9100 feet, and 
as tthe power is taken from the steam 


— } l- 
O1IVINnG th, pasket 
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“WASTE MACHINE.” 
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passes upward through the waste or shav- 
ings, causing the oil or grease to liquify and 
the centrifugal foree extracts it from the 
material, which passes through the perfor- 
ations in the wall of the basket, down the 
inside of the outer casing to the bottom and 
out through a trap 


The operation of this size machine takes 
about thirty minutes, with a capacity of two 
barrels of oily waste at each operation. The 
waste is thoroughly cleaned and rid of oil, 
and is in a far better and more absorbent 
condition after once run through the ma- 
chine than when new, and can be used over 
and over again. The oil does not deterior- 
ate, but is purified during the process. The 
average quantity of oil extracted from oily 
machinery waste by one of these separators 
is about two to one—or for every three 
pounds of oily waste put into the machine 
two pounds of oil would be extracted and 
one pound of elean waste. 


Some of these machines are being used in 
plants where 1,600 to 1,800 gallons of oil are 
extracted per month, and with the continued 
use of the old waste, makes a saving of about 
£9,000 per vear, from an expenditure of 
about one-twentieth this amount The inven- 
tor gives guarantee to extract JS per cent. of 
all oil or grease from any fabrie. A small 
size is manufactured for the small user, and 
an exceedingly large field has appeared for
